to check the revolt, and fear is being 
expressed now of its ability to protect 
.American and o ther foreign interests. 
More than three-quarters of the co un­ 
try is in revolt and the general condi­ 
tions are more serio us than at any­ 
tim e since Francisco I. Maflero, the 
insurrecto leader, raised his standard 
several mo nths ago against the gov­ 
ernment in the no rthern section of the 
country. 
The situatio n near Acapulco is de 
cribed in official dispatches to the 
state departm ent as “mo st disquieting 
and 
into lerable.” 
Two 
Americans 
have been murdered by rebel bandits 
near that place. 
The serio usness with which this 
go vernment regards the situatio n is 
indicated by the- fact that the state 
departm ent has made public not only 
official messages describing the situa­ 
tion at Acapulco as intolerable, but 
several o ther messages from United 
States consuls and o ther diplomatic 
officers o utlining the conditions in 
o ther parts of the country. 
Nearly all 
these messages indicated an alarming 
spread of the revolution. 
While the situatio n in the republic 
to the south is causing much anxiety 
to President Taft and o ther officials 
of the government, they are still hope­ 
ful, and intend to maintain their pres­ 
ent policy of non-interference unless 
driven to an extremity. 
In the latter 
event Mr. Taft will not act until he

Mexico co ntinue to grow' worse it will 
only be a questio n of time w hen o ther 
go vernments will put the m atter of 
pro tecting their interests up to this 
country. 
The Mexican situatio n was discuss­ 
ed at Friday’s cabinet meeting, but 
President Taft and his advisers ad­ 
journed firmly determined to do e v e ry­ 
thing possible to avoid interventio n on 
the part of the l Tnited States.

that kerosene can be placed in the 
cup which may then, by means of a 
•stick, be pressed up to the ceiling so 
as to inclose one mosquito after a n ­ 
other. 
The captured mosquito wili 
attempt to fiy and can he caught in 
the kerosene. 
Another good way is first to c ap­ 
ture the mosquito. 
Then feed him a 
lump of sugar steeped in alcohol un­ 
til he is semi-intoxicated. 
In this 
condition lure him up a dark alley 
and beat his brains out with a club. 
Swat the mosquito. 
This is good advice but hard t\> 
follow. 
The 
ordinary 
mosquito is 
more averse to being swatted than 
the house fiy, the victim of the pres­ 
ent “ sw at” campaign. 
Besides he 
works while you 
sleep— or trv 
to 
sleep. 
Night and day he goes about 
making himself a general 
nuisance 
be-ides carrying germs of malaria, 
yellow fever, filariasis and 
dengue 
fever. 
Recognizing the disadvantages un­ 
der which he labors in his battle with 
the pestiferous little 
insect, 
the 
health department of the State will 
wage official 
w ar on the 
mosquito 
this summer. 
A new recipe calls for one ounce 
each of oil of citronella and spirits 
of camphor and one-half ounce of 
oil of cedar. 
A few drops on a bath 
towel hung over the head of the bed 
will keep the common house mosqui­ 
toes from plying their trade in that 
vicinity. 
For 
people who 
would 
rather be eaten by mosquitoes than 
smell oil of citronella a mixture com­ 
posed of one ounce each of castor 
oil, alcohol and oil 
jo f lavemiar is 
suggested. 
Mo-quitoes laugh a t mosquito bars 
and wire screens, but a light coating 
of kerosene or oil of citronella will 
keep them from trying to bore their 
way through. 
Should the netting or 
screen have twenty meshes to the 
inch it will turn back all but the most 
determined of the mosquito tribe, but 
most any of them will penetrate a 
screen having only fifteen meshes to 
the inch.
